Truly the light is sweet, and a pleas-: 
ant thing it is for the eyes to behold! 
the sun: But if a man live many years, | 
and rejoice in them all; yet let him 
remember the days of darkness; for 
they shall be many.—Eccl. 11:7, 8. 

There are many sweet and precious 
promises in living a Christian life, 
and much happiness and sunshine on 
the way, but let us not forget that 
every Christian has some cloudy days, 
even the best and most devoted are 
not exempted. Such godly patriarchs 
as Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph and 
Moses, and consecrated and God fear- 
ing prophets as Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekiel and Daniel, and holy and God 
loving apostles as Peter, James, John 
and Paul have had their clouds of 
trials, clouds of temptations, clouds of 
persecutions, clouds of discourage- 
ments and clouds of doubts but in 
them all there was sunshine, and after 
them all a rainbow of promise. 

When you see a black cloud = arise, 
and it looks as though a mighty and 
very dangerous storm will be the re- 
sult, just remember that the sun is 
high above all and is shining some- 
where upon the cloud, though its rays 
of light might not be visible to your 
natural eye, yet there is sunshine in 
the cloud. When Abraham had kissed 
his wife goodbye and with Isaac and 
the young men were traveling on to 
the place where God was sending him 
to sacrifice his only son of promise, 
the cloud that hung over them was 
indeed black. Not a ray of light could 
be seen nor felt, but with faith in God 
that the sunshine was there they 
traveled on, with fire wood and knife 
in hand Abraham and his son climbed 
mount Moriah on which the son was 
to be sacrificed. Each step toward the 
top the cloud seemed to be thicker and 
blacker, until at last as they reach- 
ed the top of the hill the cloud seemed 
to settle on the top of the mountain 
round about them, but in the midst of

wit the Lord should speak unto us - 
he did unto Abraham, how many of us 
would say, “Oh Lord! The cloud is too 
dark, the way is too hard, I cannot 
give up my. son, anything ELSE, Oh 
Lord, I will do.” But God is not hunt- 
ing men to do the ELSE, He can find 
men most everywhere that are willing 
to do the things of their own pleasure, 
but he wants men that will be obedient 
in sacrifice and under the blackest 
clouds or trials and hardships. 

All great men have had their trials 
and sacrifices, but only those who 
have persevered in truth and stead- 
fastness have come to the end of the 
rainbow of promise where the pot of 
gold is found. 

The young as well as the aged have 
their cloudy days. When Joseph was 
but seventeen years of age he was sent 
into the fields to seek his brethren 
who were looking after his father’s 
sheep, and as he came near unto them 
it began to thunder (they began to 
accuse and threaten him) and as the 
cloud continued to rise he was thrown 
into a pit, and from there was sold 
to Midianite merchantmen, and was 
carried by the wind of persecution in- 
to Egypt and was sold to Potiphar and 
went under the cloud of slavery. Dur- 
ing the storm there is no doubt but 
what the devil said many times to 


you can never hope for any thing bet- 
ter than to fill the grave of an Egyp- 
tian slave.” There was sunshine in this 
cloud but Joseph could not see it. 
About twenty years later we have his 
testimony to his brethren, that God 
sent him into Egypt to preserve life 
for them, just how long it was until 
he saw the sunshine of God’s purpose 
in the cloud we do not know, but we 
do know that the cloud was very dark 
and discouraging, but under it he re- 
mained true and obedient to God un- 
til the sunshine of hope became vis- 
ible unto him. 

After the death of his father when his 
brethren fell before him to make con- 
fession of the wrong they had done 
him, he said unto them, Ye thought 
evil against me, but God meant it unto 
good, to bring to pass as it is this day 
to save much people alive. Gen. 50:20. 
This cloud of slavery and humiliation 
proved a blessing to Joseph, and also 
to many others. Indeed it looked hard, 
but it was God’s plan, and probably 
about the only way God had of getting 
Joseph away from his home. His fa- 
ther, no doubt, would not have con-

Those 
who have jobs and are working or are 
in business surely can pay one penny 
a meal to the cause until those debts 
are liquidated. Quite a few of our peo- 
ple have already paid in adwance but 
if this is a success, thousands will 
have to engage in it. The ministers 
should have a special box, take the 
names of his congregation who are 





willing to contribute to this fund, en- 


courage their being faithful to their 
promise and turn this in to Headquar- 
ters at least once a month, giving the 
name of the local church in which it 
is collected, and the pastor’s name 
who came to hear. the true 
willing contributors if you keep this 
before them. But if our pastors and 
overseers are careless and neglect this 
great work, next Assembly will find 
us still in debt. Remember that this 
was passed by the Assembly and is 
just as binding as any other rule that 
we are working under. Please be faith- 
ful and let’s get rid of these old debts.

Loyal to my Chureh in financial 
support. An old colored preacher once 
said that the salvation was the free 
sift of God, just as free as water but, 
like water, it.cost money to get it to 
your house. We will not need any time 
to show that it costs money to carry 
on the work of the kingdom. The 
Chureh can only look to its members 
to provide for its needs. From God’s 
own Word we know that He demands 
at least one-tenth of what we have. In 
1 Cor. 16:2 we have the New Testa- 
ment plan of supporting the Kingdom 
given in one verse, “Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you 
lay by him in store, as God hath pros- 
pered him, that there may be no gath- 
erings when I come.” That verse tells 
us who, when and how much. Could 
any thing be clearer? Then why is it 
that we Christian people do not obey? 
The question for me, however, is, “Am 
I loyal to the ehurch in giving, meas- 
ured by the standard given by Paul? 

It is said that we form our habits be- 
fore we reach the age of eighteen. 
What we form the habit of doing 
while mere children we will probably 
do all through life in regard to tith- 
ing. 

Loyal to the Church in my prayer 
life. Praying sometimes reveals our 
selfishness toward others. Too often 
our prayers are just for ourselves and 
a small circle of friends and loved 
ones. This is the greatest source of 
strength and power available. Should 
we then not pray for the Church? It 
is impossible to pray earnestly for 
some one and not feel kindly toward 
him. If you do not like your pastor’s 
sermons, try praying for him. If your 
Sunday School officers and teachers 
or the deacons do not seem to you to 
be as wise and efficient as you would 
like them to be, pray for them. Be- 
cause in praying for them you will 
not only find your attitude changing 
but you will be pushing the button 
that will turn on the divine current of 
power and strength. If you and I are 
loyal we will gladly take the Church 
with all its needs to our heavenly Fa- 
ther who can supply every need. 

Loyal to the Church in_ serving. 
Soul-winning is the most important 
task the Church ever undertakes. May- 
be some of us feel that the higher and 
better educated members should do all 
the work. Soul-winning is the task of 
each and every member. There is work 
enough and more for each one of us 
and we are each responsible to the 
Lord for our part of it. Perhaps the 
greatest hindrance that Satan puts in 
our way is to fill us with timidity and 
fear of ridicule. Instead let us put our 
faith in God and His promise to help 
us when we try. After all we are not 
responsible for the success or failure 
to win the lost when we try but we 
are commanded to be faithful servants 
and to try. We cannot disobey the 
most important command He _ has 
given us and count ourselves loyal. 

Loyal to the Church in spirit. This 
is the important point of our topic. No 
service or outward demonstration is 
acceptable to Him who “looketh upon 
the heart” unless it is prompted by the 
right inward motive. Loyal in “spirit” 
is the “why” of our loyalty to the 
Church. 

If we are loyal in spirit to the 
Church the other things which we 
have discussed together will take care 
of themselves. We will not have a bit 
of trouble about attendance, giving, 
praying and serving the Church. if 
we are loyal we will give “faithful de 
votion.” There can be no real loyalty 
in the true sense of the word without 
love and devotion. Paul says, “Love 
never faileth.” Jesus said, “If ye love 
me keep my commandments.” In the 
light of these words, how do we rate? 
Are you and I truly loyal?
